S O 198(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of die opinion that an Industrial Dispute exists between the 
managements in Insurance Sector of Public Sector Undertakings and their workmen represented by Unions/ Associations 
as mentioned in the Anuexure, ui respect of the matters prescribed in the Schedule hereto annexed and that the dispu e 
involves question of national importance and also ts of such nature that Insurance Sector establishments situated in more 
than one State are likely to be interested in or affected by such dispute; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opimon that the said dispute should be adjudicated by a National 

Tribunal; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7-B of the Industrial 
Disputes Act 1947 (14 of 1947), hereby constitutes a National Industrial Tribunal with headquarters at Kolkata an 
S JusUce C P. Mishra as the Presiding Officer, and in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1 A) of 
Section 10 of the said Act, hereby refers the said industrial dispute to the National Industrial Tribunal for adjudication.

“Whether the action of the management of Oriental Insurance Company Ltd., National Insurance Coinpany Ltd., 
New India Insurance Company Ltd. and United India Insurance Company Ltd. in transferring the Class-Ill and 
Class-IV employees from one station to another in different promotion zones without any adequate protection 
against loss of seniority due to transfer is justified? If not, to what relief are the workmen entitled?”
